For grape-rot and mildew, begin early 
aud sprav the xines with Bordeaux mix¬ 
ture at intervals of about txvo weeks. 
Newly set grapevines should lie allowed 
to grow only one main shoot, which should 
be tied up.—Farmers' Home Journal. 

If liens are confined to the poultry 
house on cold days, see to it that they do 
not have to stand on the bare floor. Use 
straw, cornstalks, corn husks or other 
dry material for a floor covering. Hens 
with cold feet will not lay very many 

Plants should be thinned to a uniform 
distance apart when yet quite small. 
Only in this way can the gardner secure 
uniformity in size and time of maturity of 
his vegetables. Plants not needed are 
uot any better than weeds.—Farmers' 
Home Journal. 

Weeds in the garden during the months 
of August and September will produce 
seed before they are noticed, stocking the 
ground with weed seed for next year. 
The garden should lie kept free from 
weeds until frost. This will save consid¬ 
erable labor in the growing of vegetables 
as most of tlie work required is due to the 
weeds and ijrass that come up in the early 
season. 


The ordinary laying lien seldom pays 
her keep after the second or third year, 
aud to say the least old hens are not as 
profitable as young ones. Now is the 
time to weed out undesirable specimens. 
Beginning shortly now, for several months 
the molt will practically stop egg pro¬ 
duction, and so of course, the birds xx ill 
return no profit. Consequently it is better 
to sell tiie dead xveights at once than to 
hold them for the cent or two advance in 
price they will obtain in the fall or winter

duced for each acre on the farm. The 
value of sheep on tlie larm is thoroughly 
understood ami appreciated by the English 
people. In some of tlie states in this 
country the rule seems to he to produce a 
dog for nearly each acre. Sheep are con 
slant farm improvers, while dogs are ex¬ 
actly tlie opposite. But for the prevalence 
of worthless curs there are many sections 
where sheep would lie raised and their 
keeping would turn tiie tide that would 
soon lead to profitable farming.

A good borse coll&r is the chief, part of 
the harness, and it should be of the very 
best kind and fit the animal's neck per¬ 
fectly. It should be kept clean at all 
times and the horse’s shoulders well 
washed pad brushed each day. Mnch 
dirt and dost arise ifi the fields and oa the 
roads at this season, and these are cangbt 
and held on the moist and sweaty should¬ 
ers, there to form hard lumps and ridges. 
Every time the collar is pnt on the horse 
it should be examined for these lumps and 
ridges. If any ape found they should be 
carefully brushed and rubbed away. Af¬ 
ter each day's work bathe and clean the 
shoulders with a mixture of warm water, 
salt and soda. 4 4 


HWhere only a little celery is grown for 
family use it is quite practicable to stand 
the plants in a box deep enough to hold 
them, having a layer of loam on the bot¬ 
tom. A few holes may lie bored into the 
sides of tlie box, and through these a lit¬ 
tle water can he given from time to time 
as the loam dries out. Such a box as this 
may be placed in a corner of the cellar, 
and the celery will then keep well. 

Tlie ashes from apple, pear and peach 
trees contain about 70 per cent of lime, 
and the crops of fruit borne every year 
also contain lime. When orchards fail it 
is always profitable to apply lime, and it 
should lie done at least once in live years. 
Wood ashes are preferable to lime for or-1 
ctiards, but tlie lime is much cheaper. 
Lime will also prove of benefit to grass 
that may by growing iu an orchard, and 
it is destructive to certain grubs and other 
orchard enemies. It is best applied Dy 
plowing the orchard land and broad-cast¬ 
ing tiie lime over the surface.

A FROG IN THE^ POT. 

Vexing Days of the Early Tea Tax Ir 
New England. 

Tea was not brought over by the 
first settlers. When the pilgrims land¬ 
ed al Plymouth tea was selling in Eng¬ 
land at from $10 to $50 per pound. It 
was n luxury that had been known to 
Englishmen only a few years. 

Early settlers got along without In¬ 
dia <>r China tea for a long time. They 
used roots, herbs and leaves found in 
the fields and woods as a substitute 
for ten. Sassafras tea was a common 
drink. 

Tea was advertised for sale In Bos¬ 
ton in 1702 for the first time, according 
to historians. In 17GG patriots began 
to take the pledge not to drink tea be¬ 
cause of the tax that the English gov¬ 
ernment placed on it. It became fash¬ 
ionable for patriotic ladles not to serve 
India tea. but as substitutes therefor 
•’Labrador tea” and “Liberty tea.” 

Captain Tnge of Danvers forbade his 
spouse to taste tea beneath ills roof 
as Jong ns the tax remained ujkui It, 
but the strong minded and ingenious 
lady ascended to the flat roof of the 
house. Invited her friends to follow, 
and there she served tea to them. 

Some other ladles of the town fared 
less fortunately. They used to l*or- 
row for their tea parties the big tea¬ 
pot of the once famous Hell tavern. 
3 )ne day, after drinking the forbidden 
1 leverage, the master of the house un¬ 
expectedly walked In. jumped to the 
fire, grabbed the teapot and turned it 
over, and out rolled a big frog. The 
jovial patriots at the Bell tavern sus- 
pectlng the use of the pot had placed 
the frog In It. Some of the dames 
never drank tea afterward, for It made 
them sick. 

Isaac Wilson of Peabody iersisted 
In selling tea. so the Sons of Liberty 
seized him and compelled him to walk 
about town i»enltently repeating: 

J. Isaac Wilson, a Tory be; 

1, Isaac Wilson. I sell tea. 

The celebrated Boston tea party was 
followed by tea parties in other New 
England towns. In Salem, soon after 
the Boston party, David Mason was 
suspected of having had his negro 
servant smuggle two chests of tea into 
his home. Patriots entered and 
searched his house. They found the 
tea. They gave It to boys, who parad¬ 
ed with it to Salem common and there 
burned It. 

Even after the Be volution trade In 
tea was not wholly unrestricted. It 
appears that In some New England 
places dealers In tea were required to 
take out a license.—Boston Globe.

The greater number cf us are con¬ 
demned by circumstance of income aud 
the routine of duty to a life restrained 
by walls, streets and tlie more or less 
flexible bounds of the community. The 
greater world without Is defined by 
such Impressions as tlie hooks and 
the ue 2 vspnpors and tlie chance travel¬ 
ers make upon our imaginations. \V hen 
the opportunity of vacation or enforced 
travel takes us Into country and cities 
thus described, we learn bow awry 
■ad colorless these Initial impressions 
have been. 

The life that goes on within our own 
walk must ever be narrow iu this one 
sense—that the mind can never recre¬ 
ate ull of any scene brought to us by 
others. The painter, as skillfully as 
the musician, can catch movement, 
light and poetry and can present them, 
so far as they may he reproduced, to 
the senses of the beholder. Ilis ex¬ 
pertness at this is often weird, un¬ 
fanny. At least a half dozen pictures 
can make one feel as if present in the 
scene, a thing Impossible to the photo¬ 
graph or to any other of the graphic 
arts. This, we believe. Is a valuable 
quality of art. It can bring a relief 
from the dulling rule of duty. It can 
Impart n touch of the buoyancy of 
travel. It can, to employ a hackneyed 
but fitting phrase, take one out of one¬ 
self.—Toledo Blade.

Then there is another dance 
performed by four or five, usually 
voutlis, to tlie accompaniment of a 
3 ddie. the leader setting a lot of intri¬ 
rate quick steps which the rest imi¬ 
tate at once.

FOREIGN POLICE. 

Dress of the Patrolmen of London, 
Paria and Berlin. 

Loudon patrolmen carry 110 clubs. 
Attached to tho middle of the belt 
behind Is a durk lantern. The cuffs 
of tlieir coats have vertical stripes, 
blue and white, signifying rank and 
distinguished service. During the fre¬ 
quent showers and rains they wear 
little waterproof capes. Their silent 
regulation of street traffic by hand 
eignnl Is a realization of perfection. 

In Paris the ordinary patrolmen 
wenr blue enps and couts and in sum¬ 
mer white duck trousers. They carry 
short swords, rather as an emblem of 
authority, but In extreme danger use 
the flat side as a club. In a downpour 
of rain the Pnris policeman hangs his 
cap on a hook In the back side of his 
belt and drnws over bis head the hood 
of a short blue cape of heavy cloth. 
This hooded cape Is called a capuchin 
and In Its longer form, reaching to the 
knees. Is used by civilians ns well in 
cold or rulny weather. Accordingly at 
such times the streets of Paris seem 
to be alive with cowled monks. The 
London plan for . controlling vehicles 
is used on the Paris boulevards. The 
policemen detailed for such duty wear 
white gloves and signal with white 
clubs. 

German policemen wear helmets 
and hnve a distinctly martini «ir.—

A BUUKE1 OF WATER. 

In Right Place When Needed It Will 
Prevent a Conflagration. 

A single bucket of water—even a 
cupful—thrown on a blaze at Its start 
often does more good thun a reservoir 
full ten minutes later. And yet In not 
one out of a thousand American homes 
Is a single bucket of water dedicated 
to fire protection. The only excuses 
for tills negligence are ignorance, care¬ 
lessness, total disregard of property 
nud life. Poverty may explain the ab¬ 
sence of structural protection, but no 
one who has a home is too poor to 
afford a - bucket of water. Even 23 
cents spent for fire palls will measur¬ 
ably increase for years the safety ot 
a house and thut of Its Inmates. And 
the only attention this very effective 
lire apparatus will need is an occasion¬ 
al refilling from the pump or tap. 

The virtue of the bucket of water 
kept exclusively for fire purposes Is 
that It Is always there when you look 
for it and always full of water. There 
Is, to be sure, lots of water around the 
house (except when the pipe or pump 
has frozen), but by the time one can 
find a bucket, take It to the tap or 
pump, wait for it to fill and then take 
It back to the fire not one bucket but 
ten are needed. If, however, you can 
dash Into the ball, seize a ready filled 
bucket and souse the blazing curtain, 
all within twenty seconds, one bucket 
generally will be more than enough, 
as good as a whole fire department 
and far less destructive than Its super 
lluity of water. 

The family that cares anything at 
all for Its belongings should keep at 
least one bucket of water on a little 
bracket In the hall on each floor and 
another bucket In the garret. Down 
cellar there should be a barrel of wa¬ 
ter and a bucket not far from the 
furnace. The water In the garret 01 
cellar may be kept from freezing In 
cold weather by adding common salt 
—Exchange.

THE W ITCHES * TREE. 

Superstitions Regarding the Influence 
of the Elder. 

Country |H'ople speak of the elder 
tree as witches’ tree" and planted 
It nenr farm buildings and dairies to 
keep oft witches. They also say that 
the roots should never come near a 
well, still less grow Into It. or the wa¬ 
ter will be spoiled. Evelyn's opinion 
was also unfavorable. The diarist 
says: “I do by no means commend the 
scent of It. which is very noxious to 
the air. 

“We learn from Ricsius that a cer¬ 
tain house In Spain, seated among 
many elder trees, diseased and killed 
nearly all its Inhabitants, which, when 
at last they were grubbed up. became 
a very healthy and wholesome place." 

Cattle scarcely touch the elder, and 
the mole is driven away by the scent 
t'nr’.ers often placed branches on their 
horses' heads to keep off flies. Noth¬ 
ing w ill grow well In the company of 
the elder, and when it has been re¬ 
moved and all its roots carefully grub¬ 
bed up it is some few years before 
the ground becomes perfectly sweet 
and good for anything. 

The berries, besides feeding the 
birds, make excellent country wine, 
delicious with soda water in summer 
or taken hot In winter. The wood is 
particularly good for skewers, and a 
curious red fungus grows on elder 
stumps A species of elder In the

Mr Hunt's catlv knowledge of 
labor was in connection xxitli shoe mak¬ 
ing and xx lien but a little more than 2ft 
years of age, he lie,'am,• a manufacturer 
of boats in a small way. but after a while 
abandoned that and in IS.V!, joined with 
liis brother. Kbenczer in the jobbing shoe 
trade in Boston when lie continued until 
l'.'.'>s In the mean time he conceived the 
idea of perfecting and manufacturing lire 
works and in that year, abandoned Un¬ 
shoe business forever and embarked in 
the business in w hich lie aclicivcd a 
world w ide reputation, as the product of 
tin factory of Edmund S Hunt .v Sons, is 
now sold in every ’and. 

liis inventive genius went beyond the 
manufacture of flr«- works and developed 
one of the most important means non in 
use fur rescuing persons from wrecks or 
disabled ships
